RE you a 8 | 
work bring you in contact vith 
A lead, turpentine, or benzine? Or 
is your husband or any relative 

t painter? If the answer to either 
of those questions is yes then you are 
interested in some facts brought out in 
an. investigation made by the New York 
City health department. 

The facts may be a little misleading. . 
for the following reason: The health 
department sent out 30,000 circulars and 
tried to get every painter in the city 
to submit to an examination. Only 338 
came forward. Those who stayed away 
might have done so because they knew 
they were sick or, on the other hand. 
because they thought themselves well. 
Then let us understand that the fol- 
lowing results were obtained by exami- 
nation of 289 painters. Just how far. 
the conclusions drawn can be applied 
to the trade in general remains to be 
decided. 

Of the 289, 148 Kad one or more 
signs of lead ere 140 had none. 


The report sine attention to certain 
bad conditions under which painters 
Work. Speaking generally, work in 
places where there ie a poor supply of 
drinking water, poor toilet facilities. 
and poor washing facilities. ‘They are 
compelled to eat in the place where 
they work. They store their street 
clothes in the rooms where they are 
working. 

Backache was the 3 frequent sign 
of lead poisoning. Constipation was 
present in more than half the cases. 
Headache was present in nearly half the 
cases, Fifty-three had colicky pains in 
the abdomen. Loss of muscular strength 
was prominent as a symptom. When 
the lead line on the gums is present ‘it 
is almost certain proof, but only ten 
of these sevefal hundred had it. 

The result from testing the urine for. 
lead was found to be satisfactory. When 
there were signs of lead poisoning the 
urine was nearly * to give a test 
for * 8 

Bit yothires of the 2 men examined com- 
plained of symptoms attributable to poi- 
soning by turpentine or bentine or both. 
Some told of being suddenly overcome 
(fainting or becoming faint) while at 
work in confined or illy ventilated places, 
Some suffered from nausea, vertigo, or 
headache, In a number of instances 
men told of falling from ladders or 
scaffolding as a result of being over- 
come by the fumes of turpentine. Gen- 
erally the painters were disposed to com- 
plain more of turpentine than of lead. 
The symptoms of turpentine poisoning 
are impressive; those of lead poisoning 
Are subtle and insidious. .._. 

‘It was found that painters do not live 
long. Men enter the trade early. In 
most cases they had never had any 
other trade before -heeoming painters. 
Havi become,painters, they stuck unt 
t them, and it got them in most 
fore the average age for dis- 
ability and death. Essentially the pre- 
cautions required for painters to pre- 
vent poisoning are cleanliness of the 


skin, and especially the hands, eating 


with clean hands away from the work- 
shop, refraining from the use of tobac- 
co, and good ventilation in the work 
place. ‘ ;

l. the Hon. Osbert Lumley, who has 
two sons. ‘Lord Scarborough, who is a 
man of about 556 and a burly specimen 
of a Briton, is rich indeed, his estates 
extending over some 40,000 acres and 
comprising valuable mines in the County 
of Durham. Moreover, when Lord Sa- 
vile dies, all the valuable Rufford abbey 
property. representing some $150,000 a 
year, will revert to the earldom of 
Scarborough, from which it was for- 
merly alienated.

The name of Savile is a familiar one 
to students of American history, for it 
was Sir George Savile, a one time own- 
ers of Rufford abbey, who took so 
prominent a part in the house of com- 
mons in championing the rights of the 
American colonies prior to the outbreak 
of the war of independence, which, if 
he had had his way, would have been 
averted by means of. wise concessions.

A daughter of Cecil Dunn 
Gardner, she is a particularly hand- 
some woman, with magnificent Titian 
red hair. She has a little daughter, 
Lady Serena Lumley, by her present 
marriage, and one surviving child by 
her former husband, a girl, who will 
inherit most of her Ashton property.

Her only son by her first marriage, 
young Robert Ashton, died a few years 
ago of consumption after creating a sen- 
sation by running away with the Eng- 
lish and well born wife of an Austrian 
baron of Belgian-Jewish birth, who had 
secured English naturalization.
